A further sitting of the Bankruptcy 

Commission was held in Dublin yesterday, 
with Judge Doyle in the chair. The other 
nem bers present were :—Sir Walter Boyd, 
Presse William Seddall, G. Brock, J. (C. 

ason, B. Thompson, F. A. Lowe, and T. W. 
Ellerker. 

Mr. Eugene F. Collins, solicitor, Eustace 
atreet, submitted a statement in which he 
set out the view that the shortage of staff 
in the Official Assignee’s office was one ot 
the causes of the delay in bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings. The abolition of the second sitting, 
he thought, would very materially help to 
speed up the proceedings. 

AGAINST SECOND SITTING. 

In reply to the Chairman, he said that the 
congestion in the office had arisen since the war. 
There was no business in bankruptcy during 
that period. For five years he himself had not 
issued a writ and had not to.-pay any income 
tax. At that time people were waiting in 
queues with the money in their hands to pay 
anything they happened to owe. 

Another important cause of delay was the 
immense difficulty in collecting debts due to 
a bankrupt’s estate when the sums were 
small and the debtors were able to pay only 
by instalments. For months past he had 
been collecting bankrupt’s debts in Dublin at 
the rate of one shilling a week. 

In an experience of thirty-five years he had 
never been able to get a statement of a 
debtor’s affairs (living in the country) pre- 
pared and ready in less than about ten days’ 
time; more otten it took fourteen days. If 
as reemed to be the general view, the second 
sitting before the Court were to be done away 
with, it would be altogether in the interests 
of the creditors to give ample time for a 
correct statement to be prepared. 

PROTECTION TO CREDITORS. 

He did not think that any better protection 
could be given to creditors as to the non- 
discovery and non-disclosure of ¢he assets of 
insolvent debtors than there was at present. 
‘here was always a time between the debtor 
taking protection and the first sitting pro- 
ceedings pen ggg he was left in posses- 
sion of his assetS..and it had not been made 
clear to the Commission that in any case in 
which the creditors believed that there was 
a danger ot the assets being made away with, 
the Court would at. once make an order that 
a messenger of the Court should go into 
Fast ending a statement oí affairs 

eing brought before them. 

He stresse¢ the importance, to his mind, 
of creditors attending the preliminary meeting 
for the purpose of forming their own opinion 
of the debtor and his likelihood of making 
good. The creditors should not be asked to 
make up thew minds before a full examina- 
tion of the statement of affairs from the point 
of view of the debtor as well as that of the 
creditors. ; 

It was not, hrs experience that the debtor's 
weekly returns to the Assignee were examined 
in anything but a businesslike manner. He 
had had many cases in which the Assignee 
had called on the debtor to lodge a large 
proportion of the — on his trading, 
aiways leaving him sufficient to carry on his 
business. 

TRADING WHEN INSOLVENT. 

It was a very difficult matter to arrive at 
& decision on the question ‘of a person con- 
tinuing to trade when insolvent. He was 
quite sure that nine-tenths of the traders in 
the country, if called upon to pay at once 
the full amount that they owed, would 
become insolvent. He concurred with the 
suggestion already put in that no person 
should be allowed to trade except in his own 
name, but he considered that the Registration 
of Business Names, when strictly enforced, 
was a sufficient protection. 

On the subject of a nul/a bona return by 
the Sheriff, the witness said that. jt did not 
seem to be of much use to ru in bank- 
ruptcy against a debtor without assets. 
There was not in Dublin at present a central 
registry office where all decrees would be 
available for inspection by the trading com- 
munity, so that it was very difficult to find 
out, before giving credit, whether a decree 
had been obtained against a shopkeeper in the 
country. The only course open to the trader 
was to get a search made in the local District 
Court. 

In reply to some questions by Mr. Eason, 
the witness said that his experience, especially 
in recent years, was that it was frequently 
in the interests of the creditors to accept a 
mail composition. He knew of quite a 
number of traders, now sound finapcially, 
avho since an arrangement had been accepted 
had left thousands of pounds with their 
Ready cash was very good, 
especially in those hard times, but the long 
view was often the better. 

AFTER DEATH, 

The most important matter for the con- 
sideration of those drawing up amendments 
to the Bankruptcy Act was the terrible hard- 
ship on creditors who for many years had 
been dealing with a trader who died in- 
solvent and whose business was carried. on 
after his death.

IRISH PIG TRADE IN 
DANGER. 


SERIOUS DEFECTS IN 
TRISH METHODS. 


-“ 


By A Spectra CORRESPONDENT. 


The extraordinary advance of the Danes in 
pig production can now be felt in what was 
once one of our principal articles of produc- 
tion. 

Irish bacon held sway for flavour and uni- 
formity for many: years, but a vast change 
ha staken place. The total imports of bacon 
from Denmark during the last five months 
amounted to little short of two million cwts. 
as against less than 14 millions in the same 
period of the previous year, In addition to 
this shipment Holland and the Baltic States 
have shipped 786,650 cwts. as against 525,648 
cwts. 

The development of the Danish bacon trade 
is little short of remarkable. Three weeks 
ago they killed 97,000; the following week 
100,000, and Tast week 97-98,000. Before 
the war a killing of 50,000 would have been 
considered very large; 72,000 as a recent 
winter killing would have lowered prices. 
But here we are faced with a summer killing, 
for three weeks in succession, of about 295,000 
pigs, which is more than the Irish Free State 
curers handled for 25 weeks, their killings 
being only 276,531. 

- NATIONAL COMBINATION AND 
BUSINESS EFFICIENCY, 

The Irish pig feeder has no knowledge of 
the conditions under which his goods reach 
the ultimate consumer; herein lies a grave 
weakness, The Danish farmers are united, 
farmer with farmer, parish with parish, in a 
vast co-operative enterprise. Through national 
combination, and fine business ability, he has 
beaten the individualiftic Paddy-go-easy out 
of the latter’s one time greatest market. 

That the local pig feeders may more clearly 
grasp what has taken place, I quote bacon 
bai from last Friday's official London 
farket report. Quotations are for bacon de-

livered in London :—

[Irish | con selling on Mon- 
day last brought less money than was paid 
fcr the dressed weight price of three weeks 
previously. This is a very grave matter, and 
16 SO pressing as to demand to be taken up 
immediately, because, if not enquired into, 
and if information be not forthcoming, the 
Irish pig-feeding industry and the great Irish 
bacon-curing industry must collapse. Urgent 
and even heroic efforts are required in this 
crisis. . 

BAD METHOD OF STOCKING AND 

FEEDING. 

An embargo upon imported bacon is not a 

proper means to be adopted, for it is obvious 


that any policy which would increase the cost 
of food would not be acceptable to the 
nation. On the other hand, it is fairly 


obvious that the farming industry must re- 
ceive for its products sufficient to cover ‘he 
cost of production. í 
is the “Og farming system in Ireland, 
particularly in regard to stocking and feed- 
ing, good enough? As to stocking pigs, we 
hold that the farmer who goes to the market 
f-- his bonhams is the one who suffers the 
most in falling pig markets. Sound farming 
should supply its young pigs from its own 
stock ground, for it has been the experience 
of many whom we have questioned on the 
matter that pigs born and fattened at home 
always pay, no matter how depreciated prices 
may become. 
In the matter of feedii.z, our farmers rely 
potatoes and turnips as the staple food 
They have sold their barley: for wretched 
prices, and have imported pollard and Indian 
meal. Is that quite sound? Farmers selling 
pigs in ee 3 markets almost invariably 
cry out, “ And look what we have to pay 
for pollard and meal.’’ Why, we wonder, 
are these foods so largely and commonly 
used’? And one would like to know also 
what yp 9d of the-purchased food goes 
to each mixed pot of potatoes and turnips?

For how long a time does each batch of 
pigs get these imported meals? What is 
wrong with barley and skim milk, which are 
gn“ at home? Has the farmer satisfied 
imself by experiment that potatoes and im- 
ported feeding-stuffs are the best? What 
are the relative cash values and relative food 
values of home-grown and imported meals? 
Does the farmer ask himself: ‘‘ How on earth 
do the Danes and Dutch and Poles send their 
immense supplies of pigs, and stick at it?” 

What has become of the Farmers’ Union, 
and what field of useful activity could it 
have adopted to moet the present crisis? 
Naturally it would not perform the functions 
of inquiry and direction, which are pro rly 
the duty of the Government, but it ought to 
have been possible for an intelligently 
equipped organisation, such as a Farmers’ 
Union should be, to have taken some trouble 
to put the pee before the farmers; to 
have aroused public opinion on the loss of 
valuable markets, and to have indicated the 
lines along which a national inquiry should 
have gone in probing for the seat of mischief. 
POSITION OF THE CONSUMER. 
In all this matter there is still another 
paramount interest—namely, that of the con- 
sumer. We notice that Irish bacon has 
dropped over 50s. per cwt. in twelve months. 
Has the housewife and her wage-earning 
family benefited fairly by the change? Look- 
ing at a leading Limerick price list, we have 
noticed that for several weeks past bacon has 
been bought in the region of 104s., and this 
week much under 100s. Has the consumer 
got full advantage of this? Does the shop- 
keeper always do his business conscientiously 
and even scrurulously? Does he ever buy 
Polish at 70s. and sell it alongside Irish at 
the top price of Irish rashers and cooking 
cuts? It would, perhaps, save a considerable 
amount of trouble if every piece of imported 
bacon were specially stamped in unmistak- 
able characters showing the country of origin. 
The Government should take steps to con- 
sult the various interests involved in what 
seems to be little short of a big catastrophe. 
Farmers are now said to be holding back 
finished pigs from the buyers owing to the 
short prices, but will the bacon men take 
heavy unsuitable lots later?

CORK, Tuesday. 

Nothing could be more agreeable to the 
party of Great Western of England railway 
directors than the hospitality with which they 
have been received for the last four days in 
the South of Ireland by the business people, 
and particularly by prominent men of the 
commercial community.

The visitors were loud in 
admiration of the scene in which they found 
themselves. : 

- THE LUNCHEON. 

Luncheon was served in the saloon of the 
St. Andrew. 

Viscount Churchill, who presided, gave a 
hearty welcome to the guests from Cork. The 
name of Cofk, he said, always brought 
pleasant and amusing recollections to his mind, 
because his friend, Lord Barrymore, was as- 
sociated with it, and the late Tom Donovan, 
who had been Lord Mayor of Cork; had sold 
him the best hunter he ever had in his life. 

It was nearly one hundred years since the 

Great Western Railway had its first connec- 
tion with the South of Ireland: The com- 
pany’s original bill in Parliament was 
promoted in 1834, and the great Daniel 
O'Connell was the chief spokesman in 
the House of Commons in favour 
of that bill. O'Connell said on that 
occasion that the Great Western Railway 
would be the means of affording great advan- 
tage to Ireland, the granary and feeding 
farm of England ever since. The railwav 
company had been in close touch with this 
country, and during the past twenty years 
the Great Southern of Ireland had been work- 
ing in close conjunction with them. They 
had made great strides during that period. 
It was to him a pleasant recollection that 
between the City of Cork Steampacket Com- 
pany, the Great Western, and the Greath 
Southern and Western of Ireland they had 
done a great deal to foster trade between 
England and Ireland. It behoved them all to 
do what they could to bring prosperity to 
this country. 
and prosperity, would gain a reputation that 
would induce large’ numbers to visit this 
country. 
Mr. Frank J. Daly, Chairman of the Cork 
Harbour Board, in responding to the toast 
of the City and trade of Cork, said that the 
trade of Cork was progressing satisfactorily, 
and he thanked the Great Western Railway 
directors for the work that they had done to 
develop the trade of Ireland. He would ask 
the directors of the Great Southern Railways 
to see that Cork got such facilities from them 
as other Irish ports were getting. The com- 
mercial community of Cork were distinctly 
optimistic as to the future of Cork and Ire- 
land as a whole. . Hé hoped that endeavours 
would be made to provide suitable entertain- 
ment in the country for visitors, because the 
place was altogether too quiet. 


A BRIGHT OUTLOOK. 

Mr. P. Crowley, President of Cork 
Chamber of Commerce, said that the outlook 
at present indicated the approach of a time 
of considerable prosperity. In that respect 
he was a super-optimist. The country was 
progressing in many ways. She was pro- 
gressing in education, and there had recently 
been established in the National University a 
Faculty of Agriculture, which would have 
good results so far as the trade and commerce 
of the South of Ireland were concerned. 
Great facilities, he said, had been given for 
the importation of foreign commodities in 
England. Ireland claimed that she was en- 
titled to have a little more done for her in 
that respect than had hitherto been done by 
the railways and _ shipping companies. 
He thought that Ireland was entitled 
to preference in that respect; for, after all, 
there was an association between England and 
Ireland such as did not exist between Eng- 
land and other countries, He should like to 
see more of the English people coming over 
here to reside, where there was plenty of 
sport, and where they would be received with 
open arms.

OUTSIDE INFLUENCES AT 
WORK.

GENEVA, Tuesday. 

The Technical Committee went on with 
its business to-day, and produced its 
communiqué, but outside the sole subject 
of discussion was how the domestic 
politics of the United States would 
be effected by the success or failure 
of the Conference. It is impossible to 
avoid the conclusion that there are in- 
fluences at work which would gladly see 
the Conference break up amid failure. 
Unofficial agents, said to represent 
powerful commercial interests, circulate 
memoranda purporting to display the 
Machiavellian attempts of the British Go- 
vernment to put over, and get away with, 
ambitious and aggressive naval pro- 
grammes. 
They depict the British Admiralty as 
having come to the Conference with secret 
plans it has now been forced to divulge. 
This farrago of nonsense reveals such a 
complete lack of acquaintance with British 
parliamentary »control that it might be 
ignored as part of a domestic campaign 
between peace interests and steel in- 
terests, were it not that it reacts in- 
directly on the work of the Conference. 
Fortunately the delegations have stood 
firm against the attempts to stampede 
them into a panic, and in the Conference 
this afternoon the chief United States 
delegate, Mr. Hugh Gibson, could declare 
that he and his colleagues had no inten- 
tion of suggesting a postponement, but 
were going right-on. He added that there 
was still a great deal to talk about.

ECHO OF THE GERMAN

The skeletons of sixfeen men, believed to 
have been secretly murdered during the re- 
volutionary troubles of 1919, were unearthed 
here yesterday morning, the work of exhuma- 
tion taking place from midnight until dawn. 
The remains were taken from excavations for 
the city’s new railway. 
The theory that the men were victims of 
the civil fighting is strengthened by the fact 
that the skulls were all found to be fractured 
as though struck by gun butts. 
The burial ground lies between the former 
military hospital and barracks, the scene of 
some of the most cruel engagements of the re- 
volution, 
Experts called in to investigate the find to- 
day, however, asserted that it is possible that 
the bones may be two hundred years old.

The remains of a human being which were 
recently discovered in Ballycowan Bog, near 
Ballymena, and which were at. first reported 
to be those of an animal, have been examined 
by Dr. Alex. D’Evelyn, J.P., who is an 
authority on ancient relics, etc., and Dr. John 
Armstrong, and they have arrived at the 
opinion that the bones are those of a youth 
aged about nineteen years, and are at least 
1,000 years old. oe 
From the length of the leg bones, it is 
believed that the youth was about six feet 
high, The bones are in a perfect state of 
preservation, and from a portion of skin 
found Dr. D’Evelyn was able to form the 
cast of the youth's heel. 

Professor Waimsley, Professor of Anatomy 
in Queen’s University, Belfast, who has been 
communicated with, is of the opinion that the 
remains are prehistoric, and has requested 
that the bones should be presented to the 
Belfast Museum.

THE NAVAL ISSUE. 


€—— — 


SERIOUS DIFFICULTIES. 

In a leading article on the Three-Power 
Naval Conference at Geneva, Zhe Times 
observes :—Difticulties have naturally arisen 
in the course of the discussions, as well as 
some serious misunderstandings.. If the 
differences of opinion were confined to 
merely technical points there would be no 
occasion for any disquiet. But it seems that 
at Geneva, so far, it has been much easier to 
Secure agreement on minor technical questions 
than on the larger problems of policy. It is 
these larger nak ie remain in dispute, 
and it is in this connexion that misunder- 
standing has arisen. The real issue is, in 
fact, quite simple, though it has been 
obscured by a great deal of irrelevant com- 
ment. At the opening of the conference, Mr. 
Bridgeman suggested that progress could 
most quickly be made if each of the partici- 
pating Powers began by declaring frankly 
what naval forces it required and for what 
purpose. The other delegations unfortunately 
were not sufficiently prepared to act on this 
suggestion. Discussion has, therefore, moved 
away from the vital point, and the result 
is the present uncertainty. 

As against the First Lord's question, 
another and entirely different question has 
been raised on the American side. British 
reluctance to do no more than accept forth- 


and submarines—which was all that the 
United States suggested—has been altogether 
misinterpreted. Propaganda of the most mis- 
chievous kind has been carried on, to the 
effect that the real intention of the British 
Government in putting forward its proposals 
was somehow to prevent the United States 
from allaining naval parity with Great 
Britain. The British Empire has not been 
niggardly in its appreciation of the broad 
American purposé, and has done, and is 
doing, its very best to make President 
Coolidge’s enterprice successful. Our aim is 
an effective limitation. 

It is not expected here that any of the 
participating Powers should reduce its re- 
sources Of naval defence below genuine re- 
quirements. That cannot be expected of the 
British peoples, whose experience of guarding 
Sea ways is reinforced by the growing demands 
of modern imperial communications. It can- 
not be expected of America or Japan, what- 
ever their actual naval needs may be. British 
naval policy, in fact, is realistic. lis basis 
IS experience and necessity, not some con- 
ception of imaginary prestige. On-this basis 
a frank and practical agreement with the 
United States, which ‘convened the Con- 
ference, and also with our former Ally. Japan. 
ought certainly to be possible. The fect that 
the Conference.has met at all has made such 
an agreement necessary.

RESULTS COMPARED. 

Mr. A. J. Gray, Assistant Secretary of the 
Proportional Representation Society, writes 
in a letter to The T'imes :—Supporters of pro- 
portional representation in this country 
pursue aims which are political rather than 
mathematical. They are content .to ensure 
within reasonable limits the adequate repre- 
sentation of tha main hodies of political 
opinion. With constituencies of limited size 
an electoral method which. gives the most 
representative result posible in anv in- 
dividnal constituency will,.on the whole, tend 
to favour slightly the larger parties. It is, 
therefore, in accordance with expectation 
that the three larcest parties in Ireland—the 
Government, Fianna Fail (Mr. de Valera’s 
Party), and Labour—each obtained three or 
four seats more than its strictly proportionate 
share, but on a comparison between these 
three main parties the results were very 
strictly proportionate.

The Church oí England Assembls, dis- 
cussing the Prayer Book measure, on 
which depends the fate of the Revised 
Prayer Book, yesterday decided to take 
the vote for acceptance or rejection of the 
measure at 5 o'clock this evening. If the 
measure goes through, it will be submitted 
to Parliament, with which rests the power 
of passing it into Taw, and legalising the 
revised Book. 

The intensity of public interest in the 
subject was shown by the crowds of men 
and women at Church House, Westminster, 
where the Assembly sat. Queues formed 
long before the meeting began, and as soon 
as the doors were opened there was a rush 
for the public galleries. The Archbishop 
of Canterbury presided, and seated oppo- 
site to him was the Archbishop of York. 
Nearly all the Bishops were present. 

In moving the final approval of the 
Prayer Book measure, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury said that its rejection had been 
suggested, but he could conceive of no 
course of action leading so inevitably to 
chaos. An advocate of the plan known 
as the Norwich plan told. him a few davs 
ago that he thought that ten years of com- 
plete chaos would ultimately lead. to good 
results. (Laughter. ) You mav take if 
from me as absolutely certain, he added. 
that the Bishops will require obedience 
to the new rules, and will do their. best 
to secure it. But neither in the old Book, 
nor in the new one, are the penalties for 
disobedience prescribed 

Canon Darwell Stone, of Oxford, moved 
as an amendment, that the measure be not 
finally approved, inasmuch as it did not 
afford a sufficient prospect of a satisfac- 
tory settlement. 

QUESTION OF DOCTRINE. 

Sir William Joynson-Hicks, Home Secre- 
tary, opposed the measure. He said: I 
cannot but believe that there is a distinct 
change in doctrine introduced into the 
Prayer Book. I can see no prospect, as 
the result of this Book, of discipline in the 
Church. If I could see that it would re- 
store discipline to the Church, it would go 
a long way to make me withdraw my own 
personal objection to it, but I cannot see 
that. 

The second point that Sir William 
raised was that of adoration. A thousand 
clergymen a few years azo, he said, 
declared that they would not give 
obedience to any rules which forbade | 
adoration. (Uries of “ No, no.’’) If 
reservation is permitted in the minds of 
those thousand priests, there will be a 
conscientious obligation to treat these 
elements in. a way that ordinary bread 
and wine are not treated. How can the 
bishops say to these men: ‘‘ We admit 
that you believe that there has been a 
change in the elements? We admit that 
you may serve these elements. We admit 
that you may put them away on the north 
side of the Chancel, but you may not put 
them over the Hich Altar. You may nov 
expose them to view.” My Lord Arch- 
bishop, in the name of logic, why not?

Lincoln Chapel, though the. guide books 
scarcely notice it. There you have six lower 
lights depicting the Old Testament types of 
Christ—the Creation, the Red Sea, the 
Passover, the Brazen Serpent, Jonah emerging 
from the whale, and Elijah ascending in his 
fiery chariot; while above these are seen to 
be fulfilled in Bethlehem, the Jordan, the 
Last Supper, the Crucifixion, Resurrection and 
Ascension. Jt would be difficult to find glass 
that gives such exquisite backgrounds, with 
beautiful sunlit scenery extending apparently» 
for miles. Like all old glass, it is full of 
oddities, Adam and Eve at their creation having 
the faces of Charles I. and Henrietta Maria, 
while Jonah’s relief as he carefully drags the 
last of him, his legs, out past the sharp teeth 
of the whale is as realistic as it is comic. 


FAMOUS ALUMNI. 
An interesting fact in connection with the 
Much .of the gravel of that 
part of Oxford had been removed by builders 
at variaus times with as little compunction as 
the earters show who break the railway by- 
laws on the Killiney shore. So in process of 
time one of the walls began to crack, and 
had to be shored up with buttresses. The 


one of these buttresses till they were tired. 
At last, not having come to the bottom of 
the gravel pit, filled in as it was with rubble, 
when no one was looking, they smoothed 
the ground, laid their clay pipes on it and 
“tenderly ” proceeded to build the buttress 
thereon. When, two hundred years later, the 
result of their work began to appear and the 
buttress had to be taken down and rebuilt, 
the pipes were found intact! 

Lincoln has not, perhaps, had an excessive 
share of great, or at least notable, men. Sir 
Witham Davenant, Poet Laureate between 
Ren Jonson and Dryden, was a Lincoln man, 
and the College gave two members to the 
Committee who produced the Authorised 
Version of 1611. John Wesley was Fellow of 
Lincoln for a quarter of a century, and it was 
when “he was there that he joined with his 
brother Charles in founding the Holv Club. 
Mark Pattison was among its able Rectors, 
and among modern theologians it can claim 
Dr. Kirsopp Lake, now of Harvard. Ireland 
claims connection with the College through 
one of our best known Chief Secretaries, Lord 
Morley.

Witness 
said he thought the deceased man_ speeded 
up to get past the cross-roads before the 
‘bus. He was a little to the right, in front 
of the ’bus, when the crash occurred. “The

went back, and found Samuel Gourley, who 
had been riding on the pillion, lying on the 
road, suffering from head-injuries.

(RAID ON THE ROAD 


FUND. 


CHANCELLOR'S CONCESSION 


THE TAX ON BETTING,

From Our PARLIAMENTARí CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Tuesday: 

The Opposition, who yesterday gave: en- 
thusiastic support to the Chancellor of the 
Kxchequer’s attempts to catch- the super-tax 
dodger, returned to-day to their normai role 
of hostile critics. The Committee had reached 
Mlause 46, which vroposes to transfer from 
the Road Funa to the Exchequer a sum 
representing the amuunt of the cash balance 
standing to the credit of the Fund on March 
el of this year, and both sections of the Op- 
position combined in an attack upon the 
Chancellor's policy. 

Objections to the raiding of the Fund for 
the purposes of the national ‘revenue were 
not confined to one side of the House. It 
was, indeed, a Conservative—Sir Robert 
Sanders—-who started the discussion by mov- 
ing an amendment to postpone the transier 
of the amount until January 1 of next year. 

People, he said, regarded the raid on the 
Road Fund with the greatest suspicion, and 
if the Chancellor himself did not realise how 
unpopular his action was, he would be very 
much surprised if the right hon, gentleman's 
own constituents did not make it quite plain 
to him. The feeling in the counties against 
this diversion was all the more bitter because 
the increasing expenditure on the roads was 
caused, in the main, by traffic over which 
the local authorities had no control. 


ANTI-SOCIAL AND ANTI-ECONOMIC. 

Mr. Lloyd George did not think that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer need worry over- 
much about the opposition from his own side. 
They would, he felt sure, be grateful for the 
smaliest sixpence; but it was not a mere 
question of money. The proposal was one 
of the most anti-social and ant:-economic that 
had been submitted to the House for some 
time, and he was bound to protest against 
it. 

He quoted figures to show that in the five 
years preceding 1926 the number of com- 
mercial vehicles on the roads had nearly 
doubled, whilst the weight carried had nearly 
trebled. About 58 per cent. of the main 
roads required reconstructing to fit them for 
the. Volume of motor traffic, and 25 per cent. 
of them would be improved by widening or 
diverting them. 

lf the Chancellor had to choose between 
a Sinking Fund of 60 millions, and restricting 
the essential development of the resources of 
the country, he would not hesitate for one 
moment. . The best Sinking Fund would be a 
development that would relieve the burdens 
on industry caueed by congested road traffic. 
He regretted that Mr. Churchill had taken 
the wrong road—the wrong turning. He had 
done something that would inflict real damage 
upon the business and farming communities, 
and he hoped that the house would emphati- 
cally protest against the despoiling of the 
Road Fund. 

Colonel Moore Brabazon remarked that 
when we were hard up we all had to suffer, 
and he called to mnd a Spanish proverb 
which said: '' When it rains we all get wet.” 

MR. JACK JONES IN HIS ELEMENT, 

Mr. Jack Jones chipped in with ‘‘ and 
when it’s fine we all get dry.” The hon. 
member was indeed in quite his best form 
when he came to speak on the amendment. 
A few of his choicest sentences were: 
‘“There are people who are always Waving 
the Union Jack in front of Union jackassees.”’ 


‘We are hvin on our losses, like 
all great capitalists do.” ‘*Raid what 
you like, but don't raid * us. 


'“ You can call on my father and my mother, 
but don’t touch me,’’ was the song that used 
to be sung during the war, he went on. 
‘* Whenever a Minister is in a difficulty he 
trots out the general strike as an excuse.’’ 

After a remark that, in the Chairman's 
opinion, was more than usually irrelevant, 
Mr. Jones observed: “I am appealing to the 
great statesmen oposite to look at this matter 
Imperially—a road to the Empire through 
West Ham and Poplar.”’ 


THE CHANCELLOR EXPLAINS, 


Mr. Churchill put forward the general 
reasons which, to his mind, justified the 
course that the Government had taken. He 


began by saying that the question whether 
the amount spent upon the roads was sufli- 
cient could only be decided relatively to other 
requiremects of the community. . The Go- 
vernment were bound to weigh one form of 
economic activity against another. He hoped 
that the hon. member for Silvertown would 
not attribute to him all the troubles of the 
last few years. 

Mr. Jones—No, no; but you are carrying 
the baby. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Churchill said that he might have to 
carry the baby's bottle too. Proceeding with 
his main argument, he explained that the 
object this year had been to try to tide over 
the extraordinarily difficult period of the 
aftermath of the Labour troubles of last year 
without increasing direct taxation or adding 
to the cost of the vital necessities of the 
mass of the people. That was the whole 
policy that he had endeavoured to pursue, 
and the reason for every expedient he had 
resorted to. 

He was unable to aé¢cept the amendment 
which had been placed upon the paper, and, 
referring to those standing in the name of 
Mr. Snowden, he said that that gentleman 
was making a desperate effort to retrieve his 
reputation as the farmers’ friend, but such a 
mancuvre would not deceive anyone. 

Proceeding, the Chancellor said that he 
was counting upon twelve millions from the 
Road Fund to balance the finances of the 
country, and the Government could not rest 
content with less. It turned out, however, 
that the balance of the Road Fund on the 
31st of March was somewhat ih excess of that 
sum, and he thought it might, in the circum- 
stances, be possible to go some way to meet 
the wishes that had been expressed. He was 
prepared to accept’ an amendment on the 
paper, to the effect that the Exchequer should 
take no more than the twelve millions on 
which it was counting. He proposed to apply 
the additional money for the further relief of 
the scheduled roads, on the basis of 25 per 
cent., instead of the 20 per cent. with which 
they started the year. If there was still a 
further balance it could be given 'for roads 
in rnral areas, in one form or another 

There were cheers when the Chancellor said 
that it was not intended to make further 


raids on the yield of the motor duties in the 
lifetime of the present Parliament. The yield, 
which would be very considerable, would be 
devoted continuously to the development of 
the roads, rural and urban. 

“ NOT IMPRESSED.” 

Mr. Snowden was not impressed by the 
Chancellor’s assurance. If the right hon. 
gentleman found himself in difficulties next 
year—which was extremely probable—and 
there was something in the Road Fund, he 
was convinced that he would not be deterred 
from raiding it by the statement he had just 
made. The Chancellor had done some dis. 
éreditable and reprehensible things in his 
time, but nothing quite so bad as the raid 
on a fund which was created for a special 
purpose. 3 : 

Sir R, Sanders asked leave to withdraw 
his amendment, but the Opposition insisted 
upon a division, and the amendment was de- 
foated by 260 votes to 142. 

The Committee; at a later stage, agreed to 
the amendment standing in the name of Sir 
Basil Peto, limiting the sum to be take: 
from the Road Fund to £12,000,000, and the 
clause was then carr by 252 votes to 14. 

THE BETTING TAX. 

When the clause dealing with the betting 
tax was reached, Mr. Snowden moved the 
repeal of the duty as from the Slst of Octo 
ber next. He declared that, apart from 
the moral aspect of the question, the tax 
had failed to realise 50 per cent. of tig 
estimated yield. . There had been wholesalg 
evasions, and the Chancellor was faced with 
the choice of Scar these evasions 
continue, or so altering the law as to legalise 
betting all round. 

Mr. Churchill, whilst admitting that the 
tax had not come up to the anticipated 
yield, denied the suggestion that it had prov 
unworkable, It might. he said, be unpopular, 
but it was certainly not unworkable, and 
there was no evidence to show that it had led 
to an appreciable increase in illegal betting 
He did not expect to get more than ó) n 
lions from the tax this year, but it must ba 
borne in mind that the thing was an exp: 
ment. After all, 54 millions was an im- 
portant contribution to the revenue, and no 
good cause had been shown for throwing 


away. He had not heard of many hook 
makers retiring from business. Next yeur 
he would be in a position to survey the re 


sult of the tax, and to make such modifica. 
tions as appeared to be necessary, 
On a division the amendment was defeated 


by 235 votes to 152. 


Progress was afterwards reported, and the 
House adjourned.

RULES OF THE ROAD. 

General Murphy, dealing with the existing 
rules of the v2 which were in operation 
since 1851, said that they were altogether 
out of date, and were never intended 
for the present-day. traffic. He was 
anxious that in the new regulations 
there should be sharp distinction between 
fast and slow traffic.
